WASHINGTON, June 25 (Agencies) — 
President Reagan announced Friday that he 
had accepted the resignation of Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig. Reagan said George 
Shultz, treasury secretary in the Nixon t 
administration and a foreign policy adviser in 
Reagan's 1980 presidential campaign, has 
agreed to succeed Haig. 

Reagan made the announcement to repor- 
ters in the White House press room. He 
refused to answer any questions. There was 
no immediate word on why Haig resigned. 
There have been frequent reports of foreign 
policy disagreements within the administra- 
tion. Reagan' s announcement was made after 
he bad attended a meeting of his National 
Security Council. 


The White House notified news agencies 
barely a half hour before an announcement 
that the President would make an important 
statement in the White House Press room. 
Neither Haig nor Schultz were present for the 
brief announcement.

His office in San Francisco would say only 
that be was in Europe on business and would 
be in Washington Saturday.

Haig, who retired from the army as a four- 
star general was a brigade commander m Vie- 
tnam and served as former secretary of state 
Henry Kissinger’s aide before becoming 
Nixon’s chief of staff during the latter days of 
Watergate. 

On behalf of Nixon, Haig arranged 
wiretaps of government officials and repor- 
ters and helped in Nixon's battle to keep var- 
ious Oval office tapes secret. 

Haig had been a controversial member of a 
Reagan administration almost from the 
beginning, feuding — publicly and behind- 
the-scenes — with several other senior offic-

Computer scandal 


BEIRUT, June 25 (AP) — Lebanon’s 
Prime Minis ter Shafik Wazz&n resigned Fri- 
day, charging. Israel’s relentless air and sea 
bombardment of west Beirut was an “esca- 
lated blackmail that renders me unable to 
execute the duties of my office.” 

Two Druze members of his cabinet said 
they were also resigning. 

Wazzan told reporters he tendered his res- 
ignation to President Elias Sarkis at Sarkis' 
Israeli-ringed palace in suburban Baabda as 
large sections of west Beirut were burning 
from incessant air assaults. “Itis totally unac- 
ceptable to submit to (Israel's) military 
blackmail... this destruction all around us 
impossible,” Wazzan said in a voice shaking 
with rage. His words were broadcast by 
Lebanon’s state and privately-owned radio 
stations. 

As Wazzan spoke, thundering waves of 
Israeli jets pounded the west Beirut redoubt 
of the Palestine Liberation Organization in 
rapid-fire bombing sorties apparently 
intended to accelerate a surrender of the 
beleaguered PLO leadership. 

“We cannot function under this blackmail 
of military escalation,” Wazzan repeated. 
“Every time we reach some kind of under- 
standing, we run into a new escalation as if

designed to pressure us. Therefore, I have 
informed President Sarkis that I cannot con- 
tinue shouldering my responsibility under 
this blackmail and escalation.” 

Wazzan declared his unreserved accep- 
tance of French President Francois Mitter- 
rand’s initiative that called for Betrufs 
demilitarization under the supervision of the 
regular Lebanese army and an international 
police force. 


Mitterrand said France was calling an 
emergency session of the United Nations 
Security Council to seek endorsement of the 
French peace plan that also calls for a cease- 
fire and a disengagement of forces around 
besieged west Beirut to ward off an Israeli 
onslaught into the city. 

Wazzan 's resignation crippled the func- 
tions of a seven-man National Salvation 
Council that has bem trying with U.S. presi- 
dential envoy Philip C. Habib to work exit a 
compromise on the PLO’s future and on west 
Beirut's fate. 

Lebanon's top nationalist leader and PLO 
ally Walid Jumblatt also announced his resig- 
nation from the Salvation Council, telling a 
news conference Israel's demands for an 
unconditional PLO surrender were unac- 
ceptable- Jumblatt said the PLO was ready 
for an honorable surrender, “But I don’t 
think Israel will give it to them. The Israelis 
just want to kill them (the Palestinians) ..And 
kill the Lebanese with them.” 

He warned that a “much more radical, 
much more extremist PLO will arise from 
defeat.” “I would like to see the PLO go first 
against Arab leaders and secondly against 
Israel... because we have to face American 
terrorism, Israeli terrorism.” 
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NEW YORK, June 25 (AFP) — 
Hitachi- Mitsubishi bid to ‘buy’ IBM's secrets 
has sent shock waves in the U.S. and Japan. 
Prime Minister Zenlco Suzuki said in Tokyo 
that he was deeply disturbed over the raci-. 
dent and hoped it would not sour relations 
with America.

With its annual turnover 
130,000 million, IBM commands about half 
the world computer market, Japan’s share is 
10 to 15 percent. 

Japan's interest i:i IBM stems from a 
strategy it laid auwu m xy70 producing 
computer systems compatible with IBM 1 s . In 
other words, machines that work with IBM 
hardware and use American software. 

In this way the Japanese hoped to over- 
come their two bask handicaps: Language 
problems and research costs. In short, they 
coukl leapfrog, using their low production 
costs to the fnD in a bid to compete with big 
brother. 

tt was the Ministry of International Trade 
and Industry (MIT1) which set np what' the - 
Americans caU“ Japan incorporated”, order- 
ing Hitachi to make large compatible com- 
puters and Mitsubishi to go for medium com-, 
patible systems. 

Overall, the target is 30 percent of the 1 
world market by 1990, the land of figure that 


brings the Americans out in a cold sweat. 

A similar strategy was adopted in the 
Japanese motor industry which has won suc- 
cess through improving on U.S. technology 
and keeping factory costs down. 

FBI officials say the confidential IBM 
documents obtained by the two Japanese 
firms relate to the latest version of the big 
IBM 308 1-K and memory systems. 

It has asserted that this information could 
be used to speed up adaptation of Japanese 
machines to suit the IBM system. IBM execu- 
tives admit that they c nnnf stop other firms 
copying them, wtojcu is why IBM has ho 
choice but to keep a step or two ahead in 
design. 

In the last few years a huge boost has 
occurred in the field of compatible comput- 
ers. These accounted for 12 percent of busi- 
ness within the U.S. last year against two 
percent in 1977. 

Buzzing around IBM is a swarm of 
“IBM-watcberf', companies whose job is to 
observe the least gesture of the world leader. 



DAMASCUS, June 25 (AP) — The Syrian 
High Command Friday accused Israel of 
using nerve gas in major battle in which 
Israeli forces wrested control of Bhamdoun, 
on the strategic Beirut- Damascus highway. 
Israel denied the charges. 

The charges were made by the Syrian High 
Command in a communique to Syrian armed 
forces in which it praised them for their 
“courageous and heroic fighting against the 
enemy." It added: “Israel has used nerve gas 
in the battles which is forbidden by interna- 
tional law 

The nerve gas, the Syrian High Command 
said, was used i*' jhe battle for Bhamdoun in 
which Syrian forces lost control of the 
Beirut-Damascus. highway, 20 kms from the 
Israeli beseiged capital of Lebanon. 

The battle for Bhamdoun took place 
Thursday in which Israel admitted taking 
some of its heavy losses with 16 soldiers killed 
and 47 wounded. The fall of Bhamdoun put 
Israeli forces in control’of the strategic high- 
way cutting off Syrian troops and Palestine 
Liberation Organization forces in Beirut. 

A Syrian military spokesman claimed tbah 


Syria's air defenses Friday downed two 
Israeli planes and that heavy fighting was still 
continuing in the Bhamdoun area. He said 
that since Israeli forces reached Bhamdoun, 
“and in order not to allow the enemy cutting 
the supply route to the forces present in 
Alley, it has been decided to remove this 
force consisting of two infantry battalions 
supported by several tanks, to another defen- 
sive position on the ceasefire line.

TUNIS, June 25 (R) - Arab foreign 
ministers wfll hold a special meeting here 
next Tuesday night to examine the situa- 
tion in Lebanon and prepare a .summit 
conference on the question, the Arab 
League said Friday.

He described the 
fighting for Bhamdoun as “fierce* and said 
although the Israelis enjoyed air supremacy 
in the battle, they could advance only three 
kms at the end of which they reached Bham- 
doun only after our forces inflkted heavy 
casualties on them.” 

In another military communique, Syria 
admitted it had withdrawn its forces from 
Alley, a summer resort in the Cnouf, between 
Bhamdoun and Beirut. 

Meanwhile, rescue workers labored under 
torch lights Thursday night to search the rub- 
ble in Beirut neighborhoods, searching for 
victims of a daylong bombardment staged by 
nose-diving Israeli jets and missile-firing 
warships, police said. 

A police spokesman, who refused to be 
named in compliance with Lebanese gov- 
ernment regulations, said at least.32 persons 
were killed and more than 60 wounded in 
Thursday’s air and sea bombardment. He 
said the toll was expected to climb with the 
progress of rescue operations.

Sharon sees PLO collapse 


TEL AVIV, June 25 (Alp — The Palestine 
Liberation Organization is on its way to 
“complete destruction’' m Lebanon, and 
Syria has lost its strategic control ofLebanon, 
Defense Minister Ariel Sharon said Friday. 

Sharon made his declarations in an Israel 
radio interview after the days of heavy fight- 
ing between Israeli and Syrian forces that cost 
the lives of 16 Israeli soldiers on Thursday 
alone, according to the military command. 

The defense minister was visiting troops m 
Lebanon when be spoke m English to the 
state radio. He was not asked about any plan 
for a ground attack against the PLO redoubt 
in west Beirut, which Israeli troppsendrcle. 
Sharon called on Israelis to “keep cool and 
show patience” against possible “political 
provocation, internal or external ... that may 
threaten out achievement, ou military ami 
political achievements.'* 

“The PLO is on its way to complete des- 
truction in Lebanon and in Beirut, if we will 
not leave them now,” Sharon said. The 
Syrians, he said, had violated the ceasefire in 


Lebanon and forced Israel into another battle 
“which we wanted so much to avoid.” 

_ .The Syrians copcen trated troops east of 
Beirut, Sharon said. “We bad to beat them 
and we managed to beat them very bard,” be 
said, and Israel took control of the Berrut- 
Damascus Highway. 

”By that, they will not be able any more to 
open the siege that we put around the PLO in 
Beirut," Sharon said. He went on: “for the 
first time since the Syrians came to Lebanon 
six years ago, they lost their strategk control 
over Lebanon, and by that the PLO lost its 
main or may be only ally „ the only one wbo 
could have saved it" 
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LdJNDON, June 25 (AP) — Prime Minis- 
ter Mrs. Margaret Thatcher returned from 
Washington Thursday and faced a storm in 
the House of Commons over whether she 
personally ignored wanting signs that Argen- 
tina would invade the Falkland Islands. 

In ’a raucous 15 minutes of question time, 
Mrs. Thatcher blasted back at jeering opposi-* 
don Labor Party members, saying whatever

As 1981 profits tap SR220m 

SAFCO improvement plans pay off

DAMMAM, June 25 (SPA) — The Saudi 
Arabian Fertilizers Company’s efforts to 
improve its production paid off handsomely 
as its profits made a clear upward trend dur- 
ing 1961. Total profits reached SR220 mil- 
lion, according to SAFCO’s annual report. 
The company producted 342,289 metric tons 
of urea during the last year. 


The report referred to the Council of 
Ministers’ decision this year calling for the 
transfer erf ownership of state shares in 
SAFCO to die Saudi Arabian Basic Indus- 
tries Corporation (SABIC). The govern- 
ment’s shares in SAFCO’s equity account for 
4 10,000 while private sector subscribers hold 
some 490,000. The remaining 100,000 
shares are owned by SAFCO employees. 

Since it began urea production in 1970, the 
company had utilized natural gas by using it 
as the major raw ma terial in the manufacture 
of fertilizers. It uses about 40 million cubic 
feet of natural gas daily, the report said. 

SAFCO also contributed to the establish- 
ment of similar petrochemical industries in 
the Kingdom. In addition, it expanded its 


programs to train and develop national qual- 
ified personnel. 

The report states that SAFCO has an 
ammonia plant with a duly productive capac- 
ity of 600 tons, the plant’s liquid starch pro- 
duction is used in the manufacture of fertiliz- 
ers. Another of the company’s factories, is 
the urea plant whose daily production 
exceeds 1,000 tons. Besides, there is the sul- 
phuric add plant which produces 300 tons 
per day. An affiliate unit, extracts raw sul- 
phur at a capacity of 35 tons daily. 

SAFCO also has units for electricity, distil- 
led water, cooling water and pressurized air 
thus achieving self-sufficiency in the 
requirements for its production operations. 

Under an advanced development program, 
SAFCO has embarked on introducing regu- 
lar improvements on the major equipment of 
its factory and raising the standard of effi- 
ciency among it workers. It also, contributes 
to the development of agriculture in the 
Kingdom by providing fanners with technical 
know-how and proper methods of using fer- 
tilizers. Teams of agricultural guides in the 
company assume this. task.

DAMMAM, June 25 (SPA) — The East- 
ern Province’s King Faisal University will 
celebrate Saturday the graduation of 108 
bachelor degree holders.Tbe fiascos will be 
chaired by Eastern Province Governor 
Prince Abdul Mofasen ibn Jiluwi and 
attended by Higher Education Minister Has- 
san ibn Abdullah Al- Sheikh. 

The graduates include students from the 
faculties of architecture and planning.

The university also celebrates Sunday the 
graduation of the first group of female stu- 
dents from the domestic economy depart- 
ment of the agricultural sciences and foods 
faculty.

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Dwelling on the company’s exports, the 
report said that the Kingdom has become, 
during the past 10 years, one of the leading 
countries which export high quality urea fer- 
tilizers, SAFCO’s production readies now to 
numerous countries in the five continents — 
from Mexico to the west, tire Philippines in 
die east, Turkey to the north and Zambia to 
tiie south. 

Out of its total production in 1981, 
SAFCO has exported 288,282 tons to 13 
countries, the report mentioned. 

On the training sector, the company strives 
to qualify nationals through various prog- 
rams for leading administrative positions. 
Last year it sent 62 of its employees abroad 
for training while another 63 were enroll edat 
local universities. SAFCO also -trained 90 
personnel for the Jubail Fertilizers company 
and 43 for the Saudi Methanol Company. 

A project for building 250 housing units 
for employees is already underway, the 
report said. A mosque, a clinic, a school for 
children, a recreation center, sports facilities 
and gardens also are underway at the com- 
pany's residential camp in Dammam. This 
project will be completed next year. 

SAFCO introduced some changes in its 
urea producing plant and the methods of 
treating water to protect the environment 
against pollution. The move produced satis- 
factory results in protecting the surrounding 
areas. The company has prepared a working 
program for this purpose and a team erf, 
specialists in chemical analysis is pursuing it, 
the report said.

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To lift siege of Beirut 


Paris wants EEC to pressure Israel 


PARIS, June 25 (Agencies) — France is 
pursuing an important diplomatic effort in 
Lebanon to avoid an Israeli army advance 
into west Beirut, where Palestinian comman- 
. dos are encircled, the External Relations 
' Ministry said Friday. 

A ministry spokesman said during the daily 
briefing for reporters that the action was 
purely diplomatic in nature. Official sources 
said France would ask its nine partners in the 
European Economic Community (EEC) to 
try to pressure Israel to lift its siege of Beirut. 
The sources said France had requested the 
matter be given priority at the EEC summit in 
Brussels next Monday. 

The spokesman said France opposed dis- 
arming Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) commandos because it would lead to 
the disappearance of a representative of the 
Palestinian people. '"France considers that 
without doubt it would be a bad thing to 
remove one of the representatives of the 
Palestinian people.” the spokesman said. The 
French government has on several occasions 
strongly condemned the Israeli invasion of 
- Lebanon. 

In Cairo. Egypt has proposed a meeting of 
' the nonaligned foreign ministers to examine 
the crisis in Lebanon, Butros Ghali. minister 
of state for foreign affairs, said Thursday. 

Meanwhile, President Hosni Mubarak has 
sent another” urgent” message to U.S. Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan asking him to take 
“decisive and immediate” measures to end 
the siege of Beirut and the Israeli occupation 
of Lebanon. Ghali said. 

The Egyptian president met with a political 
committee Thursday to examine a note from 
the U.S. ambassador in Cairo outlining 
Washington' s efforts to reach a settlement to 
the fighting in Lebanon, he said. The sugges- 
tion for the nonaligned meeting, he said, was 
made to the Yugoslav ambassador in Cairo. 

At the United Nations, Cuba Thursday 
requested, in the name of the nonaligned 
movement which it currently heads, a special 
U.N. General Assembly session on the Pales- 
tinian question. Cuba said it wanted the 
debate to be held immediately as a continua- 
tion of the special assembly meetings on 
Palestine, which have been held several times 
since 19Su. The nonaligned movement voted 
for such a move last T uesday but postponed it 
because of reservations by Lebanon.

Captured pilot 
safe , says PLO 

BEIRUT. June 25 (R) — The Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) Thursday 
denied it had executed a captured Israeli pilot 
and said he is bring kept for exchange with 
Palestinian prisoners held by Israel. 

“The (execution) story wasa tie put out by 
Israelis to keep up the fighting spirit of their 
soldiers who are in need of a new motive,” 
PLO spokesman Mahmoud Labadi told a 
news conference. “We will use this man to 
exchange for some of the hundreds and 
thousands of Palestinians captured by 
Israel." 

Labadi said the PLO was an honorable 
organization and that all its prisoners were 
well fed, well kept and safe. The news confer- 
ence had been summoned to put on display a 
prisoner accused of planting a car bomb 
which killed at least 25 persons on the Beirut 
seashore Wednesday. Labadi said the man 
could not be paraded because investigations 
were continuing. 

U.S. denies visa 
to Saad Haddad 

TEL AVIV. June 25 (AP) — Msj. Saad 
Haddad, a renegade Lebanese army officer 
who established an Israeli-backed militia 
enclave in South Lebanon, has been refused a 
vim for a visit to the Llnitcd States, a senior 
Israeli military official said Thursday. 

The U.S. embassy in Tel Aviv refused to 
confirm or deny the report. The Israeli milit- 
ary official, who has daily contact with Had- 
dad. said the U.S. State Department had 
rejected Haddad's visa request on the 
grounds that he did not represent any recog- 
nized political authority in Lebanon. Military 
reguiationsdo not permit the identification of 
the officer. 

Turkey arrests 
106 suspected 
extremists 

ISTANBUL. June 25 (API — Martial law- 
authorities in a southern Turkish province 
Thursday announced the arrest of 10b sus- 
pected extremists in recent raids into subur- 
ban areas and operations in nearby hills. 

The announcement from the Kahraman- 
maras Martial law Command said 17 of those 
seized belonged to the Mantist-Leninist 

Revolutionary People's Union. The suspects 
are accused of involvement in the slaying of 
five persons, engaging in shoo touts with sec- 
urity fora-s and distributing pamphlets urging 
a Communist takeover in Turkey. It said the 
faction was linked to the outlawed Turkish 
Communist Party (TKP). 

More than 500 alleged members of the 
same underground organization were 
rounded up following the September 1980 
military takeover, military authorities said. In 
other operations, security forces arrested 48 
leftist militants, seven rightist sympathizers, 
and nine separatist activists since May 24. the 
announcement said. Tie raids also netted 32 
automatic weapons and rifles, 17 pistols and 
1,500 cartridges. 

Meanwhile, the head of state, Gen. Kenan 
Evren said a new- Turkish constitution, being 
prepared by a consultative assembly, will be 
submitted to a national referendum in 
November. 

Evren told a crowd in the northern Turkish 
dtyofZonguldak that the constitution would 
go into force immediately if die nation 
showed appunalinthc referendum. 


Israel and Syria appealing for a ceasefire, 
U.N. sources disclosed. The sources said the 
secretary-general also bad sent a message to 
Reagan asking him to use his influence to 
restore a ceasefire. 

In another development, more than 1,000 
Americans, Britons and other foreign 
nationals boarded ships from Jounieh in what 
is probably the last organized evacuation 
from war-ravaged Lebanon. The U.S. navy 
vessel Nashville and the British-chartered 
container ship The Royal, Prince sailed with 
the evacuees for Cyprus. 

In Vienna, a United Nations relief agency 
appealed to governments Thursday for $39 
million urgently needed for 175,000 Palesti- 
nian refugees in Lebanon. The Vienna-based 
U.N. Relief and Works Agencv for Palestine 
Refugees (UNRWA) said about 175,000 
Palestinians needed aid and the funds would 
provide food, tents and basic necessities for 
the next six months. “The present Israeli 
invasion into Lebanon has resulted in heavy 
casualties, massive displacement of the popu- 
lation and large-scale destruction of refugee 
camps and UNRWA installations and 
equipment,” UNRWA ‘Commissioner- 
General Olof Rydbeck said in a statement. 


In- Calcutta, young Indian Communists 
protesting the Israeli invasion of Lebanon 
ransacked the American Center Library in 
downtown Calcutta Thursday and replaced 
its flag with a Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion banner. A mob estimated at up to 300 
persons broke windows and furniture, 
smashed fans and the glass of three videotape 
players and tossed books and index cards in 
the spacious reading room. 

The invaders, who fled before police 
arrived, were identified as workers of the 
Democratic Youth Federation, the youth 
wing of India's Marxist Communist Party 
which rules West Bengal state. Witnesses said 
all appealed- to be Indian. 

In Beirut, a booby-trapped car exploded in 
a southern suburb Thursday killing at least 

three persons in the latest of 10 such incidents 
since the Israeli offensive into Lebanon. 

The blast occurred in Chyah. which is 
located near Palestinian refugee camps. The 
quarter has not been hit in the Israeli raids 
and many residents have remained in tbeii 
homes. 

Immediate casualty reports said 12 persons 
were also injured, but it was feared the final 
toll would be much higher.

on Afghanistan 
make progress 

GENEVA, June 25 (AP) — U.N. Under r 
secretary General Diego Cordovez said Fri- 
day representatives of Pakistan and 
Afghanistan agreed to “certain important, 
significant political concessions" in seven 
days of private and indirect talks which, pro-, 
duced “ideas on the structure of a possible 
comprehensive settlements of the war in 
Afghanistan. 

Cordovez, who functioned as the inter- 
mediary between the two delegations, said a 
“set of understandings” was reached Thurs- 
day in the final hours of discussions which he 
said wiD serve as a basis for further delibera- 
tions, planned for he autumn. He would not, 
however, provide specific details, and 
adamantly refused' to say whether he felt the 
negotiations would require - additional 
months or years. 

He characterized the discussions them- 
selves as representing “a political conces- 
sion” but added: “1 cannot go into the sub- 
stance of my conversations or the kind at 
approaches that are being developed.”

ROME, June 25 (AP) — Tetxorists riding 
a scooter shot and killed a policeman guard- 
ing the apartment of die. local Palestine Lib- . 
eration Organization, representative Tiurs-: 
day nigjbt, police said. 

The attack was followed by a brief shoot- 
out with bodyguards of Nemer Hammad, the 
director of the PLO’s Rome office, who fired 
pistol shots from a balcony of the apartment, 
police reported. Another policeman and a 
pedestrian were wounded during die attack, 
police said. They were both reported in a 
critical condition. 

Police said they believe one of the assail- 
ants, who staged the attack supported by at 
least three men traveling in. a car, was 
wounded by the bodyguards fire. The PLO’s 
office here charged “Israeli terrorists” were 

responsible for die attack. 

Police said two young men riding a scooter 
fired machineguns at three policemen 
assigned to protect Hammad after last week's 
IdDings of two Palestinians. 

The dead policeman was identified as 
Antonio Galluzzo, 25. He was shot in the 
chest and died shortly after die attack in a 
local hospital. One of the terrorists used Gal- 
luzzo's roachinegiin to respond to the body- 


guard’s fire before escaping in the scooter, 
police said. The scooter was found with the 
car a few blocks away from the scene, in the 
northern district of Rome. 

Police said the terrorists stopped a car 
flashing false police identification docu- 
ments, forced its occupants to step out and 
fled. Anti-terrorist police and carabinieri : 
paramilitary police launched a massive 
search but there were no reports on arrests in 
connection with the attack. 

The Italian news agency Ansa quoted 
unidentified sources as saying the attack 
could have been launched by right-wing 
extremists charged with several killings of 
policemen in the past. The other wounded 
policeman was identified as Giuseppe Pillon, 
26 . 

Italian authorities provided special protec- 
tion to Hammad after Kama! Hussein, the 
deputy director of the PLO office here, was 
killed last Thursday when a bomb exploded 
in his car. The bombing occurred hours after 
unidentified gunmen shot and killed Nazeyh 
Matar, a Lebanese student active in the PLO. 

The PLO charged “Israeli terrors! squads” 
carried out both attacks. The Israeli Embassy 
here denied the chaiges. ;•

The situation on the ground in Lebanon is changing — the 
fighting is escalating once more to include the Syrian forces. 
The Israeli invaders are attacking the Syrians over the interna- 
tional highway between Beirut and Damascus. The direction 
oT the attack conies from Kahala toward the Aley. Bhamdoun, 
Sdufar. Mdeirij and Dhahr al Befdar. Secondary fronts are 
also being opened on Hamana. Mansouria, Souq al Gharb, 
Kamatia. Kouaisat al Namaan. Rashmuya, Bkhashtay and 
Ain Al Marj. 

Many names, some quite well to Arab summer visitors in 
happier days. Small towns and villages whieh had so far to a 
great measure escaped the civil war and its aftermath, are now 
at the mercy of the United States-supported Israeli aggres- 
sion. Israel has now become America's Rapid Deployment 
Force in the Middle East. \\ ho knows where it will strike next? 

Militarily, the widening of the conflict opens up possibilities 
which were denied to the Arab side in the first two weeks of 
the conflict. The Israeli enemy's personnel and his tanks are 
i strung along terrains which .are difficult to secure. The tables 
1 can still be turned on the enemy if the Syrians, the Lebanese 
and. most importantly, the Arab world as a whole, show 
determination. 

As for the Syrians, (he clearer Israel's intentions regarding 
them become, the less choice they have: the Israeli attack on 
Dhar al Beidar is directed against the Syrian forces in the 
Bckaa Valley. The Syrian positions there are already 
threatened from the south, and for the Israelis to take Dahr al 
Beidar would make them untenable, thus exposing the 
defenses of Syria itself lo severe danger. Syria therefore would 
have either lo fight on or trust itself to Israeli tender mercies. 

It remains for the rest of the Arab world to take the neces- 
sary political and military mover which expose the enemy to 
L' what he most fears, a protracted war in depth. ,

The paper listed the reasons for 
the U.S.-Isntel link referring to 
America's “subservience" to 
Israel.

U.S.Mideast policy proves it is NOT a friend of Arabs

This is an apology. It is an apology from a single person 
to a people. It is an apology from a concerned and sad- 
dened American with no diplomatic status and no gov- 
ernmental authority to the Palestinians who also lack dip- 
lomatic status of any consequence. Il Is an apology from an 
American citizen who is tired of his country's ignorance 
and his leader's hypocrisy. It is also a lament for two 
peoples, Palestinians and Americans. The physical des- 
truction of the former and the psychic and moral deterio- 
ration of the latter mean that both share a bond, tangled 
though it may be. 

I do not believe in the concept of collective guilt. 1 no 
more believe that i am personally responsible for the 
death of one Palestinian over the last 35 years than the 
present youth of Germany are responsible for the 
atrocities committed against the Jews from 1933 until 
1945 by their fathers and grandfathers. Guilt is not why I 
am apologizing. Rather, it is out of shame for my country 
that 1 feel impelled to speak out. If my views are shared by 
other Americans, and I believe they are shared by some, 
that is fine; but I know that my views are not shared by 
many other Americans, and 1 believe that is tbe cause of a 
national tragedy which we are now experiencing. If a 
single Palestinian reads this article and comes to realize 
that not all Americans have lost their morality aud com- 
passion in the face of political expediency or blind pre- 
judice, I will be satisfied. Even if no one shares my view, I 
will still have said publicly what 1 feel privately, and 1 
believe there is merit to that. I do not want to be one of 
those people who kept silent about injustice and then 
complained when the consequences of that silence man- 
ifested itself. I am speaking out because I agree with John 
Donne that” No man is an island," and that my humanity 
is all I really need to claim a bond with the Palestinians. 

J know deep down that this article will not stop a single 
bullet being shipped to Israel from America’s open ended 
pipeline leading from the weapons arsenals and factories 
directly to the shattered remains of Sidon, Tyre and 
Beirut. But 1 must hope that sometime, somewhere, men 
in positions of authority will be rational enough to see the 
folly of their ways and will forsake war and territorial 
conquest and replace them with peace and territorial 
integrity. Human nature will not change, but human 
nature does not have to lean so heavily toward tbe brutish 
nature of man. I sincerely believe that man is capable of 
greatness and magnanimity on a far wideT scale than be 
has demonstrated so far. 

The horrible Time of Troubles presently being experi- 
enced in Lebanon by the Palestinian and their Lebanese 
allies (and thousands of nan-combatant Lebanese) should 
leave no doubts in the minds of any but the most morally 
bankrupt that the United States has no regrets at all about 
what has occurred. The statements emanating from 
Washington and New York have avoided tbe slightest 
hints of criticism of Israel. A feeble request from President 
Reagan (perhaps it was more of a polite begging than a 
request) to Israel to withdraw their troops while the 
United Stales representative at the U.N. vetoes a resolu- 
tion calling for such a withdrawal smacks of metaphysical 
insanity and political cowardice of the highest (or lowest) 
order. But to realize that this is merely one more example 
of a practice which has been going on for almost four 
decades only serves to make one aware of the total mock- 
ery America has made of man's desire io search for and 
understand tbe nature of justice and truth. 

Any society which can consistently produce leaders in 
politics, education and the media with the most deeply 
rooted mind set in favor of Israel and aQ h has come to 
stand for must be a society whose institutions have gone 
terribly awry. Any society whose leaders .justify every 
gram of weapons and who play down every act of sophisti- 
cated terrorism by Israel is a society whose own real 
interests axe being sacrified for the financial or political 
benefit of a handful in positions of influence. Such a 
society is America today. Any society whose educational 
system perpetuates tbe myths and preaches tbe merits of 
the supremacy of the military supermen of Israel is a 
society destined to deceive its children about other aspects 
of reality. Such a society is America today. Any society 
w hose press and television media present an almost totally 
biased view in support of Israel is destined to be tragically 
misinformed and to suffer the consequences of poor 
judgments in world affairs. Such a society is America 
today. My country is such a society because it has 
developed an unbreakable "special relationship" with 
Israel, a relationship which defies economics and logic and 
makes a sham of the concept of justice. America is such a 
society because of the influence of a group or people whose 
political energies and financial power are grossly dispro- 
portionate in numbers to tbe numerically superior but 
poUdcalDy apathetic majority. Such is the reality of 
America today. 

The leaders of my country who are in positions to 
detcimine the policy of the United States in the Middle 
East ( as everywhere else) are second rate dwarves trying 
to play the leading role of giants. President Reagan sent 
letters to Israeli Prime Minister Begin suggesting a with- 
drawal. knowing full well that the Israelis are not about to 
take suggestions from its only ally and its main supplier of 
weapons. Even this feeble, laughable gesture was accom- 
panied by a comment justifying Israel's action because of 
the shelling of Israel from southern Lebanon. 

To see how truly ludicrous this rationale is, one has only 
to look to two articles in the June 8tb issue of the Interna- 
tional Herald Tribune. On page one. under tbe headline 
“PLO's Shellings Prompted. Assault,” David Shiplet, of 

the New York Times Service, (Shiftier has proven Us 
credentials many times as a Zionist propagandist In tbe 
tradition of Michad EUtins) reported, "The crucial reason 
was the intensive shelling of northern Israel by forces of 
the Palestine Liberation Organization, which began Fri- 
day afternoon after Israeli air attacks on Palestinian bases 
near Beirut." The word alter makes it quite clear (the. 
article was even cleared by Israelicensors) that the Israelis 
were the provokers of this situation. But on page six. 
Anthuny Lewis (who has been a fairly objective observer 
of ibe Middle East scene and who was not writing under 
the handicap of the Israeli censors) said," For nine months 
not a rocket or shell was fhed by PLO gunners into Israel.* 


When Israeli planes bombed Lebanon on April 21 for the 
first time since tbe truce started, the PLO did not respond. 
After another bombing on ‘May 9, there was a limited 
response: about 100 rockets that Israel said caused no 
damage or casualties. Then after tbe massive Israeli bomb- 
ing last week, tbe PLO responded with full scale bar- 
rages." 

Any president or leader of a country who is privy to such 
knowledge in depth and can still put tbe blame on a people 
who have been massively and frequently bombed must be 
devoid of moderate intelligence, reason and morality. The 
man can only be described as fantastically lacking tbe most 
primitive powers of discern menu Such a man is leading 
America today. 

Alexander Haig's entire background forces him to see 
the world in confrontational mlUtry terms. His insistence 
that the greatest threat to the Arabs was the Russian 
ambition in the Gulf should have tipped any thinking 
person to the man's inability to see the world as it really is. 
During tbe first few days of tbe Jsraeti attack, be did not 
think it was worth his efforts to travel to Tel Aviv because 
tbe Israelis bad not shown sufficient flexibility. Since tbe 
Israelis have never shown any flexibility unless it was to 
their advantage, Haig could hardly have expected them to 
do so now. This is the same man who shuttled several 
times on an 18,000 mile circuit between Washington, 
London and Buenos Aires in a futile attempt to defuse tbe 
Falklands crisis, but he could not bring himself to travel-a 
few thousand miles from Europe when the latest Israeli 
aggression took place even though be admitted that 
America has considerable leverage with IsraeL It is obvi- 
ous he did not want to use that leverage. 

At the same time that be indicated be would not go to 
the Middle East, be reaffirmed America’s intention to 
continue supplying arms to Israel. This is comparable to 
giving a gun to a psychotic killer and hoping that he does 
not IdQ you. A few days later. Haig said that be believed 
tbe Israelis had achieved all their objectives in Lebanon, 
but he never mentioned anything which would indicate he 
disapproved of those objectives. 

It would be impossible not to conclude that the United 
States had no objection to the destruction of a country, a 
people and a dream. Somehow, in the twisted.logic of the 
Reagan administration, this was definitely in America's 
interest. To add to the farce, Haig tried to justify his 
government’s inaction by sayrn that there was no way the 
Reagan administration could have forced an earlier cease- 
fire: “Once people resort to violence...ihere's no way we 
could have gotten it earlier. A nation doesn't resort to 
force and then simply stop under pressure from an ally.” 
As I write, Haig thinks that perhaps an enlarged U.N. 
peacekeeping force would be the answer in tbe occupied 
areas of Lebanon. If this is the only solution the man can 
think of (since it has not worked for the last several years 
on a smaller scale, why should one assume that it will work 
on a larger scale), the sterility of his imagination is obvi- 
ous. He would be willing to pour hi millions of dollars to 
keep such a unit going for years and be would probably be 
willing to grant a few million of tbe American taxpayers’ 
money to aid Lebanese refugees, made homeless by 
America's protege-turned master, IsraeL He will do this 
rather than address the core of tbe problem. This is tbe 
same man who constantly criticized tbe Russians for what 
they are doing in Afghanistan. How can any Arab rep- 
resentative deal serious.y with this man who charades as 
the top foreign envoy of a supposedly peace loving coun- 
try? Such a man is my country's secretary of stale. And 
bUndmcn say that our system still works. 

Philip C Habib is another prominent American per- 
sonality in my country’s Middle Eastern sideshow. This 
experienced negotiator has covered countless miles travel- 
ing around to regional capitals while everyone can see 
what little has been accomplished by his efforts. He has 
become a professional rime-marker and short-term gap 
filler. If one were to judge the worth of a product by its 
success, one can only conclude that Habib's efforts have 
been a colossal failure. One need only look as far under 
(he rubble of the buildings in Lebanon and In the streets to 
see the mangled bodies of men, women and children. Can 
anyone have any serious doubts about the success of tbe 
man's heroic peace efforts? 

The American representative at the United Nations, 
Mrs. Jean Kirkpatrick, recently was critical of U.S. dip- 
lomats by saying that they behaved “like a bunch of 
a mate.ru rs " But no one could foil to include her in (hat 
category when she vatoes a resolution condemning Israel 
because tbe wording was “not balanced" enough to suit 
her and her superiors. This comes from a representative of 
a nation which has made it an explicit part -of its foreign 
policy to make sure that nothing even remotely approach- 
ing a balanced arms policy exists in the Middle East. We 
mi tnl nfa an Imbalance an btrvflj weighted in favor of 
Israel that even some thinking IsraeBi have wondered why 
the United States gives Israel everything it wants. They 
cannot believe that any country can be so gullible and 
subject to political pressure by another country as small as 
theirs. Such is the attitude represented by America's 
ambassador at tbe United Nations. 

But of all tbe foreign policy fonnulators in the U-S. 
today, there is none with a greater reputation than Henry 
Kissinger. His advice is sought after and highly paid for on 
the lecture circuit. Almost everything he says is widely 
publicized. -This is tbe man whose negotiating skills 
brought the Vietnam War to such an unsuccessful conclu- 
sion for America. This is tbe man who conceptualized a 
"solution" to the 1973 Arab-Israeli war which eventually 
culminated in Egypt signing a degrading separate peace 
treaty with Israel several years later and which was a 
contributing factor in the forcing of the Palestinians into 
Lebanon which in turn became an element in tbe Leban- 
ese civil war. TMs b the Nobel Peace Prize winner whose 
wisdom and humanity recently prompted Uni to say that 
the Israeli invasion. "Improved chances’’ far a solution to 
the Palestinian problem. Thai, by the Iaradh killing of 
thousands and the making of refugees of kindreds of 
thousands, Kissinger believes a solution Is closer than ever 
before. Then he made a typically obscure statement to the 
effect that the way the Isiae'lh have acted" is something in 

which tbe U.S should use its possibilities for creativity.” 

Thus, world events are merely pan of an intellectual chess 
game of nations to this egomaniac. Only a man who lives 


in a netherworld of inteflecroai speciotuness could make 
statements Eke these. The truly sad pan is that the press 
and many Americans see Kissinger as one of tbe great 
statesmen of out time/lliis is a terrible indictment of our 
times. • - - 

If the makers of our policy deserve the lion's share of 
the blame for tbe morass we are in, it is the disseminators 
of rbar policy' and the opinion makers who share a great 
pan of the blame. There can be no question about the 
power of the communications media in the United States 
Television will give selective segments of film to convey 
whatever impressions they wish. They wiD show Israeli 
mourners weeping at tbe burial of a loved one killed in the 
Arab-btraeli conflict, but they will then show gloating 
Israeli soldiers standing over the bullet-riddled body of a 
Palestinian ** terrorist" (or freedom fighter if one is a 
Palestinian). While TV does its best to shape opinion, it is 
tbe press which probably is responsible for depth of 
attitudes. Almost every newspaper I have read in America 
wffl edfcoriaflze In favor of Israel even though one may 
read a wrist slapping comment once m a great while. But it 
is tbe breed of the feature writer who has the most impact 
on influencing readers. Three journalists stand oat as 
classic examples of pro-lsraeU propagandists and they are 
read by mfflioaff of people in any given week. 

William Safire, considered by many to be one of the 
foremost authorities on language today, should know bet- 
ter than anyone the Orwellian dictum that, “ One ought to 
recognize that tbe present political chaos is connected 
with the decay of language, and that one can probably 
being about some improvement by starting at the verbal 
end.” And yet Safire mes language to perpetaate the myths 
about Israel that have proved boBow for the past 30 years. 
Joseph Kraff-ii another pandit who ban acknowledged 
supporter of Zionism and dotimt mtarari opportunity to 
ftnther the cadse of Israel regardless of Us constant flouting 
of international law. Bat perhaps the adgfUest LflHpotiaa 
of them afl is George WQL TMs b a man whose knowledge 
of Lebanon's true recent history b minimal (yet be struts 
Hke an expert) and Us biases against the Palestinians and 
for tbe Israelis are colossal. Only his ignorance of tbe 
ineffective rule of the Christians which led to the collapse 
of Lebanon beginning in 1973 or even as early as Leba- 
non’s independence in the J 940’s could prompt him to 
write an article in tbe June 14th Issue of thcHenUTribana 
in which be arrogated to himself the right to ignore tbe 
rights of Lebanon’s Muslim majority.”... the West should 
support Lebanon’s Christians, or the West should change 
its name." Thus, be calls upon the subjective sanctity of 
Christianity as a cleansing agent in the same spirit as the 
Crusaders must have done 800 years ago. 

As a Christian, I am appalled at this blanket endorse- 
ment of Christians merely because the West is a predo- 
minantly Christian enclave. This man is an unrestrained 
transmitter of all the traditional myths about Israel which 
have been concocted and perpetuated in tbe ivy covered 
buildings of academia and in tbe elegant drawing rooms of 
Georgetown. His myopia about the rest of the world when 
seen in contrast to outdated power perceptions about the 
United States knows no Emits. Such a man is a major 
influencer of public opinion in my country. May God help 
my country. 

Tims, the American people arc bombarded with nofod- 
crai views In Cavur of Israd by tbfir poMtidans, educators 
and media- The American people have almost become as 
anesthetized to the truth as were the people of Oceania m 
Orwell's 1984. The average American has probably 
watched and read the news from Lebanon and is glorying 
in the fact that the Israelis have once again proved their 
moral superiority because they have demonstrated that 
“Might makes right," a concept most Americans will dis- 
agree with in public but hold to privately. This, I believe, 
accounts to a great extent why I said previously that the 
American people have suffered a psychic and moral 
deterioration which can partially be stopped by endi ng our 
irrational and unfumted support of a country that has lost 
its moorings in the international community of man. 

I defy anyone to reflate the dalm in an notarial In the 
Arab News on Jose 13: “ThelLS. is not a friend of theArab 
■world.” I have yet to see concrete proof to the contrary 
except when ffnenrfal advantage was tied In with pogflcal 
advantage. 

But while I feel perfectly justified in placing much 
blame for the Middle Eastern tragedy on the heads of foe 
political and journalistic Neanderthals who make and 
spread our pro- Israeli policy, I cannot absolve foe Arabs 
from a large share of foe blame. 

Ffisham Sbarabl, a Palestinian teaching at Georgetown 
University, said in foe June 14 Herald TrOmaer “From foe 
Palestinian point of view, a special responsibility falls on 
the Arab states. Their failure in 30 years to find a military 
or political solution to the Palestinian problem is com- 
pounded by faOore noyr to help the Palestinians in Leba- 
non."

ducts of the dllny mental ty In IsraeL In short, it has 
given the world a legacy ef destruction which may well lead 
to even greater destruction unless its psychosis can be 
checked effectively. 

As foe father of a seven-year old boy, I have tried to 
teach him the necessity of trying to get along with others, 
indeed foe benefit to everyone of getting along with each 
other. But I find that perhaps I am being hypocritical. I 
think it very possible that I maybe another victim of foe 
brutalization of man which started in Germany in 1933. 
The Jewish people of Israel have brutalized themselves by 
their defensive isolation and their unwillingness to con- 
cede that others have just as many human rights as they 
do. They in turn have brutalized foe Palestinians by their 
savage provocations and retaliations. And how I find that 
I am at tbe end of the chain. I felt nothing when I read of 
foe death of Gen. Yekutiel Adam, the leader of foe Israeli 
invasion force. 1 cynically sneered as I read about foe 
“heavy price" foe Israelis have paid with their 200 dead 
soldiers and over a thousand wounded. The Israelis can- 
not begin to understand foe words "heavy price” until 
they can exchange places with foe Palestinians and 
Lebanese. And so. I have preached brotherhood to my 
son. but find it difficult to live it in my private thoughts. I 
too have been brutalized and this makes me as much at 
fault as the Zionist zealots that I criticize. But I still have 
some ideals which give me foe optimism I spoke of earlier 
in this article. My parents bad World War n as their 
burden, I have foe Arab-Israeli conflict, but I hope my 
son’s adulthood win know a period when men do five by 
tbe ideals in which they so profoundly believe. 

In condusion, I am, as I said in the first paragraph, a 
American. I am tired of six and ten hour television 
epics about Masada and the Holocaust. I am tired of string 
American? potffidans^d tuning yanmdkes and spouting 
poltically expedient phrases atthe toad) of IsratTs menu- 
meat to the Holocaust. I am tired at having my tax dollars 
ned to build Sophisticated electronic anti-mbrile systems 
placed in F-15 and F-ldflghto* which have been given to 
Israel under lenient terms or outright grants. Thcseplanes 
keep the Mid foe East baling because it is in "America's 
interest.” I am tired of Congress temporarily withholding 
shipments of arms to Israel whenever Israel does anything 
that so egregjousdy offends mankind that even U.S. politi- 
cians' cannot be seen to appear to be condoning this. 
Everyone knows that the charade will end soon and foe 
arms wiD reach Tel Aviv in time to start a new crisis. I am 
tired of reudfag about the genocide of foe Jews 40 years ago 
whOc hearing nothing in the American press about foe 
gatodde of thePakstiiians today. I am tired of hearing foe 
charge of "anti-senritisar' brought against anyone who 
does not endorse everything Israel does. I am tired of 
hearing the expression, “Never Again" as a national 
motto about remembrances of things past. Yes, may the 
world never again witness the slaughter of humans on foe 
same scale as happened in Europe during World War II. 
But also may the world never again see the Hites of a state so 
rooted hi an obsesdon for survival that its ruthlessness is 
veneered with the trappings of respectability sudi as exists 
in Israd today. 

Because I believe that 1 am, like Tennyson's Ulysses, 
“part of all that I have met," I can honestly say that I love 
America for all that it has done for me and for others and 
for its lofty ideals, bnt I pity America for what it may be 
becoming, and, finally, I once again apologize for Amaica 
frr what it has done and continues to do to the Arabs in 
general and the Palestinians in particular.

DHAHRAN The customs men at 
Dhahran Internationa] Airport never quite 
know what to make of Sandi Whitteker and 
Dee Findley. Whenever these two women 
come through customs, they bring with them 
hundreds upon hundreds of eggs: ostrich eggs 
big as cantaloupes that tinkle like crystal 
when you flick them; finch eggs tiny as your 
small fingernail: emu eggs, as beautifully 
green as giant avocados; speckled Japanese 
quail and oatmeal colored turkey eggs; and to 
be sure goose and duck eggs, too. 

The customs man stares at the eggs nestled 
in their trunks, pokes about, and peers inside 
the tiny holes at either end. The bemused 
official must wonder what these women are 
up to with their hollow eggs. 

As if the hollow eggs weren’t enough, the 
women carry little bags of moss, grape ten- 
drils, and roots as well. Whitteker and Find- 
ley are importing hollow eggs to Saudi Arabia 
to decorate them. The roots and moss are for 
the decorations inside the hollow eggs. 

The tradition of decorating eggs is as 
ancient as it is widespread: The ancient Egyp- 
tians gave eggs as gifts. Alexander III of Rus- 
sia had Faberge, jeweler to the imperial 
court, make eggs of elfin delicacy for the 
Tsarina in 1884. In Singapore mothers give 
red eggs on the birth of infants. The Ukrai- 
nians still decorate eggs annually in joy at the 
rebirth of spring. Whitteker and Findley are 
only two of America’s 3,000 eggers. Findley 
has made over 600 in the past year and a haU 
that she has been in the Kingdom whQe Whit- 
teker has been decorating eggs foi IS years 
and teaching others this folk art. 

“The egg is the start of life. You can always 
make something beautiful out of an egg,” 
smiles Whitteker. There is an egg for every 
milestone m life. For the birth of a little girl, 
Whitteker crafted a pink booty from two 
eggs. When the girl is older, she might like a 
tiny lamp made from a finch' s egg to set on a 
table in a dollhouse. Later when she gradu- 
ates from high school (an egghead at the top 
of the class) celebrate by offering her an egg 
decorated with her high school motto, gradu- 
ation date and her name. Commemorate her 
first job with an egg emblazoned with the 
company logo; for her betrothal, a suitor 
could do worse than to set the engagement 
ring inside a velvet-lined egg jewelry box. 
Crown the wedding cake with a showpiece 
egg such as the one Findley designed for her 
daughter: a rhea egg playing the theme tune 
from low Story with two doves set inside the 
egg, twirling round with wedding rings in 
their beaks. Remind the bride that it's good 
to keep a nest egg by offering her a golden 
pice set in a marbleized egg. 

Some go to extremes in personalizing these 


keepsakes. A friend once commissioned 
Findley to decorate her parakeet's eggs. Find- 
ley dutifully applied a shiny decoupage glaze 
to each of the eggs. So pleased was the bird’s 
owner that she ordered her mynah bird's eggs 
decorated as soon as the fowl got around to 
laying them. 

Daring their stay m the Kingdom both 
Whitteker and Findley have decorated Saudi 
motifs on their eggs. Whitteker hopes to 
decorate the inside of an ostrich egg with a 
Bedouin scene, placing a miniature house of 
hair inside the great egg, with Bedouins 
gathered around coffee pots and narghiles, 
seated on native carpets. Both women are 
painting geese eggs black or dark green and 
applying gold-foil decals of traditional Ara- 
bian scenes. On one egg, Whitteker made a 
diorama of tiny camel, set against the Saudi 
seal of crossed swords and palm trees and 
mounted the egg on a base of petrified wood 
found near Riyadh. 

It takes from a few minutes to several 
weeks to decorate an egg, depending on the 
complexity of the design. The more intricate 
creations, such as ibe one picture above — At 
the Boutique — are given names. Tbis egg 
shows a woman trying oil hats at a milliner’s. 
The milliner waits, hat in hand, as the cus- 
tomer in fancy frock, admires herself in a 
minuscule mirror set at the back of the egg.

One of Findley's duck eggs is marbleized 
and has tiny crystals falling to resemble rain- 
drops; at the egg’s base, tiny velvet flowers 
remind the viewer of the tender growth the 
rain brings. OtbeT eggs light up and play 
tunes. Hinged doors in the eggs open to 
reveal surprises. 

How are such marvels of delicacy created? 


First, get the eggs. When Whitteker lived in 
the United States, she raised her own quail, 
duck and geese. Now she orders them, a 
round thousand at a time from the United 
States. Then she drills boles at either end with 
a high-speed drill, with the larger bole always 
at the pointed end. Finally with a baby’s 
enema syringe, she blows out the yolk and the 


"People on the A1 Qahtani compound 
rarely buy eggs. We keep them well sup- 
plied,” laugh the women, who buy 10 dozen 
flats of chicken hen eggs at a time. “ If s amaz- 
ing how many cakes and omelettes these 
make,’’ adds Findley ruefully, “but eggs are 
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not my favorite thing to eat anymore, espe- 
cially not scrambled.” 

No fear of either woman's putting all her 
eggs in one basket. They wouldn’t fit! In the 
entry to Whittekef s villa, three huge Qatifi 
baskets are filled with eggs. Another three 
metallic egg baskets hang above her workt- 
able. A high intensity light catches reflections 
from the dozens of “findings,” the golden bits 
used as bases for the eggs. Tweezers, dental 
picks, and drills rest on a fluffy pink towel. 
Stock shelves hold books on egg decoration, 
more drawers of findings, and stacks of greet- 
ing cards from which the prints are taken. 
Three dozen eggs stuck on shish kebob skew- 
ers dry on a drying rack made by her husband. 

Eggs can be surprisingly sturdy. “The more 
you put on an egg, the stronger it becomes," 
says Whitteker, who favors beading, cording 
and enameling eggs. The larger the egg, the 
thicker its shell. When an ostrich egg is filled, 
it is so strong that a man can stand on it 
without breaking it. Tiny finch eggs, on the 
other band, need to be filled with epoxy glue 
so they won’t break in the process of decora- 
tion. Chicken hen eggs are not valued 
because they are thin-shelled and bumpy. 

Both Whitteker and Findley find their 
work calming and engrossing. “I just love 
doing this,” says Findley. Egging, she 
remarks, is used as therapy in some mental 
institutions in the West. 

“There isn't anything you can't design an 
egg around,” the two enthusiasts agree. In a 
way, these two craft swomen outdo the goose 
that lays the golden egg in the fairy tale. 
While each golden egg was the same as the 
one before it, what these two women produce 
are all different, each eggshell fashioned into 
an original keepsake of beauty.

ASEAN health care endorsed

MANILA (Depthnews) — Prospects for 
belter health for all the peoples of Southeast 
Asia improved recently when the leading 
medical asNOCiat ions of the region pledged 
their wholehearted support to primary health 
care. 

“We regard primary health care (PHC) as 
the central axis of the health care system " 
said (he doctors in a statement at the end of 
the first conference of the Medical Associa- 
tion of Southeast Nations (MASEAN). 

•As such, we believe that iuPHCi should 
be available and accessible to the whole 
community, transcending the harriers of 
income and geography,” the doctors added. 

Although primary hearth care was adopted 

by the World Health Organization ( WHO) as 
its global strategy to achieve health for all in 
1978, private doctors had been leery of the 
concept, it was only during the first 
MASEAN conference last May 22-24 in 
Manila, that doctors in the region finally 
accepted primary healthcare. MASEAN was 
organized in |u8rt. 

According to the WHO. primary health 
care is essential health care which is practical, 
scientifically sound and could he afforded by 
all sectors of the community. During the 
MASEAN conference, the doctors stressed 


the need to provide medical health in the 
rural areas where two-thirds of the region’s 
people live- 

In their statement, called the “Manila 
declaration,” the doctors said: “We specifi- 
cally emphasize the right of our rural people 
to a standard of health care not inferior to 
that of our urban population. We firmly 
reject a policy of inferior or minimal health 
care for the rural areas.” 

They called on the ASEAN governments 
to provide more money to ensure that more 
medical services will be available to all the 
peoples of the region. 

Studies presented during the conference 
indicated that ASEAN governments give 
only marginal amounts for health services. In 
Malaysia, for example, the health budget is 
only 6.1 percent of the national budget. In 
Indonesia, it accounts for as low as 5 percent 
of the total budget. 

The doctors said governments should con- 
sider health as a national investment. As 
such, it could be used to “mitigate the awful 
consequences of poverty and to redistribute 
the inequitable balance of medical progress 
and development in underserved areas?' 

The doctors said that in the implementa- 
tion of primary health care, conflicts will 
eventually arise on the issue of medical fees 
and economics. The doctors called on their 


colleagues to help contain escalating health 
costs so that health may be within reach of all 
people. 

In Malaysia, health care costs have risen 
from $2.7 per person in 1957 to $37.7 per 
person in 1976. In Indonesia, medical fees 
have increased threefold in ten years. Gen- 
eral practitioners were charging onlv 500 
rupiahs ($0.78) in 1970; by 1980, the fee was 
about 1,500 rupiahs ($2.35). 

The doctors bemoaned the fact that there is 
little knowledge of the interdependence of 
hospitals, clinics and primary health care. Itis 
often not operated as interrelated links in a 
unified system but as fragmented and isolated 
situations. 

The doctors stressed that there should be a 
“unity of functions'' when it conies to prim- 
ary h eal th care and oth e r economic a nd sod a I 
activities. At the same time, the doctors cal- 
led on all medical schools to reorient their 
training programs to meet the needs of the 
region’s communities. 

“The training received by most doctors is 
largely unsuited to the needs of primary 
health care,” the Maniladeclarationstated.lt 
added that primary health care is not service 
to a marginal class of medical care only 
designed for the underprivileged who cannot 
afford.

Dear Dr. Steincrohn : For years. I’ve had aches and pains in my 
shoulders and knees. X-rays didn't reveal anything much. 

The diagnosis most doctors gave me was •‘rheumatism.” All they 
prescribed was aspirin and application of heat. 

Recently. 1 visited a young practitioner who said I have arthritis. He 
said my trouble is gout. He prescribed new medicines. For the first 
time in many years. I’m comfortable. 

Just w hat is the difference between rheumatism and arthritis? — 
Mrs. H. 

Dear. Mrs. Hj Arthritis means involvement and inflammation of a 
joint. There are many variations of arthritis. The three most common 
being ( 1 ) osteoarthritis (the degenerative type most often attacking 
the middle-aged anJ elderly). (2) rheumatoid arthritis (a systemic 
disease usually affecting younger patients) and (3) gouty arthritis (a 
metabolic disease in which uric acid involves the joints). 

! consider that the diagnosis, "rheumatism” is too vague a descrip- 
tion of what may be wrong. For example, neuritis (nerve inflamma- 
tion) is sometimes called" rheumatism. Bursitis, also, yet it is not 
actually arthritis. All are put into the wastebasket of rheumatism. 

1 ad\ise patients to ask their doctors for a more specific diagnosis 
than rheumatism. Successful treatment (as in your case. Mrs. H.) 
depends upon true diagnosis.

Dear Mrs. G'.: This disheartening condition is called “sudden infant 
death syndrome “ (SIDS). Investigation is still going on lo solve the 
problem. 

But. according to investigators at the University of Maryland 
Sudden Infant Death Syndrome Institute, it has not yet been estab- 
lished that all victims of this tragedy were healthy. 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn : For years, I’ve believed aD the ads that 

promise relief from hemorrhoids. I still have this problem. I've just 
read another ad which promises not only to relieve, bnt to cure. Can a 
salve cure hemorrhoids?— Mr. C. 

Dear Mr. C.: Thousands find temporary relief from the pain and 
itching. However, I doubt that any such remedy will actually “cure" 
hemorrhoids? 

Visiting a rectal specialist (proctologist) seems like the logical step 
after all your years of suffering. Let him decide whether using injec- 
tions, operation or any other method is more likely to help than the 
salves you have been’taking. 


For Mr. T.: Years ago, patients were treated almost as invalids 
after hernia operations. (“So the stitches wouldn't break.**) These 
days, ordinarily, no more than two weeks' rest is prescribed before 
returning to work.

SEOUL (Yonhap) — If you are among the 
more than one million foreign visitors to 
South Korea each year, you will notice a pro- 
found transformation occurring in the capital 
city of Seoul. From the ashes of wartime des- 
truction less than 30 years ago, the city of at 
least 8.6 million inhabitants is rapidly becom- 
ing a modem metropolis as downtown skys- 
crapers and suburban high-rise apartments 
are springing up in ever-increasing numbers. 

Tourists may be surprised to realize how 
modern Seoul is, but it is not hard to find 
traditional Korea. In particular, Korean 
architecture is well-pTeserved in both Seoul 
and the countryside, and these buildings rep- 
resent a priceless cultural heritage. 

In the old walled city of Seoul, the ancient 
palaces and temples offer a fine sampling of 
Korea's architectural craft. Namdaemun 
(South Gate), the oldest building in Seoul, 
was built in 1396. It has been designated 
"National Treasure No. 1," and it welcomes 
visitors to the downtown area. 

Other splendid examples, all easily access- 
ible from the main hotels, include “Treasure 
No. 1” Dongdaemun (East Gate). Kyong- 
bokkung (Palace of Shining Happiness), 
Toksukung (Palace of Virtuous Longevity), 
and Changdokkung (Palace of Illustrious 
Virtue). 

Wooden structures are a common feature 
of the three Far Eastern countries of Korea, 
China and Japan, but each country refleas its 
own style and characteristics. For example, 
the eaves of buildings in these three countries 
are curved upward, but the manner of these 
upturns is different. China's traditional 
architecture is vertical in feeling. The build- 
ings are elevated on stone platforms and the 
edges of the roof are somewhat pinched in. 


Some ex pens say China's roof-lines reflect a 
nation which is out to control or conquer 
nature. In contrast, Korean roofiines form 
soft curves which float heavenward ever so 
gently, flowing with nature's rhythms, 
japan's style, on the other band, appears ear- 
thbound. 

Korean rooflines are supple with both ends 
slightly raised in a graceful curve. The roof- 
lines harmonize with the eaves, giving a light 
feeling to the massive roof face. Adding to 
the effect are the corner pillars which are 
erected with a slight inward tilt. 

This lineal composition is enhanced by the 
furrowed lines of tbe tiled roofs, the lattice 
lines of windows and doors, and tbe delicate 
grain of wood. 

In order to create a sense of stability, and 
yet retain a feeling of elegance, the central 
sections of supporting columns have a convex 
swelling. In addition, tbe inward-tilting pil- 
lars are sligblty elevated. 

Korean architecture is of Chinese origin. 
But over the years, it developed its own 
. natural and balanced style, unlike the gran- 
diose and imposing Chinese genre or the 
excessively meticulous and elaborate decora- 
tive bent of the Japanese. One critic aptly 
observed that to view Chinese architecture, 
one should kneel before it; to appreciate 
Japanese arhitecture, one -should touch it by 
hand; and Korean arebiteaure is best looked 
at from a distance. 

The Chinese were preoccupied with strict 
symmetry, while the Japanese were 
extremely concerned with the miniature. 
Koreans tried to develop their own style 
which maintains order and harmony with 
nature, both inside and on t side their build- 
ings. 

This feature can be seen in the interaction 
between Korean arebiteaure and natural 


surroundings. Both in design and engineer- 
ing, artificial factors were subdued in favor of 
nature's own beauty. A priority was placed 
on using natural construction materials. 

In Kyongbok Palace, the Kunchongchon 
(Hall of Government by Restraint) provides 
a good example. The building was first 
erected in the late 14th century, and then 
rebuilt in 1867. It served as the seat of gov- 
ernment for several kings of the Yi dynasty 
(1392-1910). The lines of the structure com- 
plement the terrain of Pukak Mountain, 
which is the impressive backdrop for the 
building. The architects deliberately incorpo- 
rated the mountain's shape into the construc- 
tion of the hall, creating a wonderful effea. 

Because of this attention to natural sur- 
roundings, traditional Korean structures do 
not detract from the land they are built on, 
but rather add to the beauties in a “land of 
embroidered rivers and mountains.” 

Korean architecture has never been over- 
powering or imposing. Very few traditional 
Korean buildings ae grandiose in size or 
scale. Instead, they impart a feeling of inti- 
macy, as if they have been constructed to 
reflect human values. 

> 

These days, respect for traditional Korean^ 
architecture is increasing because of the 
inhumanizing side effects of industrialization. 
Koreans' deep inclination toward nature 
finds expression in appreciating their 
architectural hsitoty. Because of this and a 
humanistic criticism of the functionalist 
school of architecture seen in the West (and 
increasingly in Seoul), old style architecture 
is attraaing more and more attention. 
Korean architects are stuyding their roots 
and incorporating what they learn into their 
blueprints.

U.S. plans military test in space 


WASHINGTONJfinje. 25 (Agen aes) *- The 
umiea states plaits secret military tests in 
space for the first time in more than two 
decades of peaceful space exploration, during 
the fourth and final test flight of its Columbia 
space shuttle starting Sunday. 

The shuttle, to be launched at .11 a.ni. 
(1500 GMT) from Cape Canaveral in Florida 
on a week-long mission, will be carrying 
sophisticated new material to be tested by the 
astronauts. The mission coincides with rapid 
Soviet progress in the military exploration of 
space, , with the emphasis on anti-satellite 


weapons. 

Few details have been disclosed by the 
Pentagon or the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA), but special- 
ists say the payload includes an infra-red tele- 
scope for detecting missiles and enemy air- 
. craft from space, and a space sextant to 
enable military spacecraft to find their bear- 
ings without depending on eaithbound bases. 

Robert Hermann, assistant air force sec- 
retary, told Congress recently the infra-red 
telescope, would provide vital information for 
future military missions. The exact location

ing nuclear arms. 

The senior official who spoke to reporters 
said fee first several weeks of the START 
talks would be taken up merely outlining all 
fee complicated details of Reagan's propos- 
als. The official said a careful, step-by-step 
explanation would provide an opportunity 
for U.S. negotiators to get “informal feed- 
back," or =lues on what Moscow is prepared 
to do . 

He also suggested that 'months might pass 
before Soviet representatives, whom he 
described as “life-hour negotiators,'' 
revealed Moscow s final bargaining position.

of the equipment aboard Columbia is a secret 
and the astronauts have been ordered not to 
relay TV pictures of the storage compartment 
during testing. 

Though other experiments will also be car- 
ried out, including some for a pharmaceutical 
laboratory, attention has been focused on the 
military aspects of this mission because of the 
importance given the shuttle by the Pen- 
tagon. 

NASA spokesman Brian Duff said the 
space agency, in signing the agreement, was 
treating the Pentagon as h would treat any 
customer who wished to keep its shuttle 
payloads secret. He said there were many 
other potential users of the shuttle, especially 
private businesses, who might not wish to 
reveal any information about their cargoes. 

"A customer clearly has the right to classify 
his cargo," Duff told a briefing. "They want 
to be the source of information about their 
cargo and we will respect then- wishes ” 

Britain jails 
2 for spying 

LONDON, June 2b (R) — Two men 
arrested at a London airport carrying a morse 
radio receiver, codes, false passports and 
money were each jailed for seven years for 
spying for Cuba. 

The two, who have the names Antonio 
Sanchez and Luis Fernandez, were convicted 
Thursday after a two-week trial of being 
equipped to pass information which might 
have been useful to an enemy of Britain and 
of possessing false documents. They were 
detained at Gatwick Airport in December as 
they arrived with another man on a flight 
from Spain. They refused to give their real 
names and nationalities. 

The prosecution said they were either spies 
ot terrorists sent by or on behalf of Cuba and 
were carrying a powerful shortwave radio, 
coding materials, forged passports and other 
documents and $1 8,000. 

As he announced the sentences, the judge 
at the Old Bailey Central Criminal Court told 
them: "You are professionals, you must. 
Know the consequences of engaging in spy- 
ing." They denied the charges, saying they 
had come to Europe because they were : 
involved in smuggling for South American 
operators. 

Sanchez said he would not reveal his iden- 
tity because he feared reprisals against his 
family. Judge Donald Farquaharson told 
them: “I accept that neither of you is experi- 
enced in this craft, but having regard to the 
equipment found on you 1 have no doubt that 
you are properly described as professionals. 

“It is through no fault of yours that you 
never had the opportunity to do serious dam- 
age to this country. That you were unable to 
do so was because of the vigilance displayed 
by officers of the immigration service." 

Defense lawyer Stuart Shields had pleaded 
in mitigation that neither man ranked a mas- 
ter spy. “Their role was that of couriers. As 
they came here together and shared the same 
luggage, they were not even very good 
couriers,” he said. 

Shields noted that on their release from jail 
and deportation they would probably have 
difficulty finding a country to take them. “It 
may well be feat they will find themselves in a 
situation where they are shuttled backward 
and forward by various airlines in an attempt 
• to find somewhere where they can go," he said. 

The two men were also sentenced to two 
years’ jail, to run concurrently with the main 
sentence, for possessing forged passports and 
false border stamps. 

After the trial, the Cuban Embassy in Lon- 
don denied the two men were spying for 
Cuba. “The first we knew of these men was 
when we read about them m the newspapers. . 
We strongly deny they were working for us,” 
an embassy spokesman said.

KAMPALA, (AFP) — A law enabling 
property seized from Asian businessmen in 
Uganda by former ruler Idi Amin to be 
returned to its original owners will be enacted 
before fee end of next month, President Mil- 
ton Obote told parliament Thursday. But he 
said feat fee Asians, who were also expelled 
by Amin in 1972, whould have to return to 
Uganda to claim their property. 

WASHINGTON, (AP) — U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan signed a bill Thursday that 
authorizes fee Smithsonian Institution to 
construct a building in fee nation's capital 
devoted primarily to African, Near Eastern 
and Asian culm re. “This new center will give 
the institution’s 25 million annual visitors an 
understanding of the great cultural achieve- 
ments of the peoples and civilizations of 
Africa, the Near East and Asia," Reagan said 
in a statement.

WASHINGTON, June 25 (R) '—'Five 
members of a jury that found 27-year-old 
John Hinckley not guilty by reason of insanity , 
in the shooting of President Ronald Reagan 
said their verdict would have been the same 
even if Reagan had been killed. 

The five appeared Thursday voluntarily 
before a Senate Judiciary Subcommittee con- 
sidering possible reforms in the law regarding 
legal insanity as a defense. The hearings were 
called in response to a public furor over the 
Hinckley verdict. 

Asked if their verdict last Monday would 
have been different had the president been 
killed instead of only wounded, the five 
jurors one by one answered “no." Maryland 
Copelin told the senators that if she and the 
other jurors had been given the option of 
finding Hinckley guilty but mentally ill, the 
verdict would have been different. “We all 
knew be was guilty of what he did, but we bad 
that mental problems to deal with,” she said. 

The other four jurors told the committee 
they believed Hinckley suffered from some 
form of mental disturbance or problem. Only 
Natfaalia Brown said she bad argued in the 
jury room that Hinckley, 27, should be con- 
victed for the shooting of Reagan and three 
other men on March 30 last year. 

“ I believe he bad some mental disorder but 
not to the degree that he did not know what 
was going on," she said. Miss Brown, who has 
been quoted in press reports as saying she felt 
pressured into making her derision that 
Hinckley should be found not guilty, told the 
committee she was coming forward to clarify 
her position. 

“I wasn’t pressured by the other jurors. 
They are entitled to their opinions just as I am 
to mine,” she said. But, Miss Brown added, 
the pressure oftbe lengthy trial, the seclusion 
of the jury deliberations and the burden of 
weighing technical evidence was extreme. 

“The media say we were wrong and they 
lay this in our lap. They don’t know what it 
means to be a jnror on a case like this ” Miss 
Brown said. 


WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP) — FBI 
Director William H. Webster hinted Thurs- 
day fee FBI may get more aggressive in spy- 
ing on potential terrorist groups in fee United 
States.

Testifying before a Senate Judiciary Sub-' 
committee, Webster noted there was evi- 
dence Hinckley had contacts with fee Ameri- 
can Nazi Party. But he said Hinckley's ties 
were of such “a low-lever' feat even fee 
leaders of “the fringe group" were not sure 


he ever attended any meetings. 

The FBI director said the bureau may 
propose changing guidelines on domestic sp y- 
ing to strengthen law enforcement’s and irv 
dealing with groups that pose a potential vio- 
lent threat, to the_natio 

He said “the drafts I've seen" of proposed 
changes in the 1 976 guidelines would “bring 
domestic security into line wife other 
activities" of fee FBI such as investigating 
organized crime. Sen. John_P._ East, 
Republican-North Carolina .suggested feat 
fee 6-year-old guidelines, adopted at a time 
of intense concern that fee FBI and CIA are 
abusing individual rights, may have hams-, 
trung intelligence gathering.

Ambrosiano affair kicks up lot of dust 


ACAPULCO. June 25 (R) — A United 
Nations conference on eradication of world 
hunger has ended by recommending further 
study to create a grain reserve for feeding 
poor countries. 

Thirty-six national delegations endorsed 
the conference's final conclusions Thursday 
asking U.N. World Food Council (WFC) 
officials to evolve ways of building reserves to 
feed poor countries in times of grain shor- 
tages. 

The conclusions, reached during an 
unbroken 12-hour meeting here Wednesday, 
were approved Thursday at an open session 
aliened by more than two dozen agriculture 
ministers representing rich and poor coun- 
tries, senior WFC official Alain Vidalnaquet 
said. 

The accord included a recommendation to 
the Rome-based WFC staff to study the 


availability of International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) financing for the reserves plan. Vidal- 
naquet said the WFC would now form a study 
group of various agencies to determine the 
feasibility of launching the project. 

The call for a detailed study of ways to 
establish a reserve came after major grain 
exporting nations foiled to back a proposal 
to create an internationally-managed $2 bil- 
lion of stockpile equal to one year's imports 
of the world's poorest nations. 

In speeches since the conference opened 
on Monday, the U.S.. Canada and Australia, 
which control nearly three-quarters of world 
grain trade, urged the gathering to weigh the 
alternative of supplying grain in separate 
programs ro. different nations.

WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP) - The 
U.S. government 5 s Export-Import Bank 
announced Thursday that it is making its first 
guarantee of a loan in Japanese yen, for the 
purchase of two Boeing-737 jets by Royal 
Air Maioc, the Moroccan government’s air- 
line. 

The loan will be for the equivalent in yen of 
$25.2 miffioru Ann Frey, a press officer at the 
bank, said it would probably cany interest at 
9.2 percent for 10 years, though the Japanese 
bank that wil] actually lead the money has not 
yet been specified and the details of the deal 
remain to be worked out. 

Royal Air Maioc will also make a cash 
payment of $5.8 million .and borrow another 
$7.7 million without a .guarantee from 
Ex-Im. An agreement went into effect May 
15 between Ex-Jm and the Japanese ministry 
of finance, permitting the American Bank to 
guarantee loans in yen. Yen loans are popular, 
since Japanese interest rates are much loweT 
than those in the United States and other 
leading industrial countries. Ex-Im has made 
preliminary commitments on another dozen 
loans in yen, which are still to be completed.

ROME,' June 25 (R) <— The strange death 
of Italian banker Roberto Cahd, found hang- 
ing from a London bodge, las triggered a 
wave of conspiracy theories, confusion’ in 
Italy 5 s monetary authorities and embarrassed 
silence in the Vatican. 

Cahd, 62, a secretive and influential figure, 
headed Italy’s leading private-sector bank 
group despite a conviction for illegally 
exporting capital.

Last Friday his body i was found hanging 
beneath London’s Blackfriars Bridge over 
the Thames. In his pockets were stones, 
money and papers, but nothing - to show how 
he came there or why. 

London police say they are ^treating it as 
suicide — he made an unsuccessful attempt 
during his trial last July. But Italian press 
speculation over his death has also suggested 
murder by the Mafia or by a shadowy secret 
society, the outlawed P2 Masonic Lodge of 
which he was said to have been a member. 

Most attention has focussed on the role of 
the Vatican in Calvfs bank, the Banco 
Ambrosiano, and its overseas operations, 
which die Italian central bank was probing in 
the days before his disappearance.

MUNICH, June 25 (R) — IFO Economic 
Research Institute President Karl Heinrich 
Oppenlaender said it is questionable whether 
the West German economy will grow in real 
terms tins year. 

Oppenlaender, speaking at bis institute’s 
annual meeting, noted GNP stagnated in the 
first quarter and was likely to stagnate in the 
second. 

Last month, four of West Germany’s lead- 
ing economic research institutes, including 
IFO, predicted in a joint report that real GNP 
would grow by some 0.5 percent in 1982, 
after contracting by 03 percent in 1981. 

The fifth institute, from Kiel, forecast a 0.5 
percent decline. The government, in its 
annual economic report published in Febru- 
ary, forecast real GNP growth of one to 13 
percent this year. Oppenlaender said the 
seesaw arguments about consolidating the 
government budget were hindering any 
upturn in the economy.

“But a fundamental difference between 
Ambrosiano and the collapse of Sindona’s

there has been no finding of illegality in its 
management,'’ one central bank official 
commented.

Lebanon economy in ruins 


BEIRUT, June 25 (AFP) — Beirut, once 
the banking capital of the Middle East, is 
today witness to tbe mflitary destruction of its 
economy — but there are some hopes that a 
banking boom will riseThoenix-like from the 
ruins. 

Some bankers here believe that if tbe 
Israeli invasion results in political stability 
after seven years of strife, enormous amounts 
of Arab and foreign capital will flood in — 
though others wonder if one can talk of tbe 
future Lebanon because they fear economic 
colonisation by Israel. 

Uncertainty bangs over the economy, 
while the isolated western sector of the capi- 
tal is being throttled. 

The airport and dock have been closed for 
nearly three weeks, and there is not prospect 
of an early resumption of traffic. Meanwhile, 
the road network has been severely dis- 
rupted. 

Consequently the price of food in and 
around Beirut has risen by between 30 and 50 
percent. In some aieas petrol is in short sup- 
ply, electricity is severely rationed and there 
are communication difficulties.

CAIRO, June 25 (R) — The chairman of 
the Egyptian Civil Aviation Organization has 
warned foreign airlines they would be liable 
to legal action if they sold tickets in Egypt in 
foreign currencies. 

The airlines Wednesday suspended sales in 
Egyptian pounds to foreigners, promotional 
fares in Egyptian pounds and cargo charge 
collection facilities in Egyptian currency. 

They said they had been unable to transfer 
their balances held in Egypt into their own 
currencies. In a statement Thursday issued by 
the official Middle East News Agency (ME- 
NA), civil aviation chief Yehia Shennawi said 
selling air tickets here in foreign currency was 
a violation of Egypt's currency laws, and legal 
action would be taken to stop iL 

Shennawi said the economy ministry had 
earmarked 51 0 million a month for airlines to 
transfer their funds abroad from July 1, 
MENA reported. The airlines say a backlog 
of 109 million Egyptian pounds (about $131 
million) has built up in theiur accounts here 
so far this year. 

OPEC panel set 
to view position 

_VIENNAjune 25 (R)— OPEC announced 
Friday that its four-man market monitoring 
committee would meet in Vienna on July 7, 
but said nothing about reports that a full ses- 
sion of all 13 OPEC oil ministers would fol- 
low later tbe same week. 

The committee of the ministers of Algeria, 
Indonesia, the United Arab Emirates and 
Venezuela was formed m March to monitor 
tbe success of an agreement by OPEC (tbe 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries ) to use output curbs to defend prices 
through the recent glut. 

Western oil industry sources say the mar- 
ket has revived tittle and total OPEC output 
is now slightly above tbe effective ceiling of 
27.5 million barrels daily imposed in March. 


LONDON, Juoe 25 (R) — The U.S. dol- 
lar scaled new heights against other major 
currencies Friday on the foreign exchange 
markers still uncertain about bow high it 
will go before the central banks take a con- 
certed action to bring it down. 

Dealers said they saw little or no direct 
market intervention by central banks to 
suppress the dollar’s continuing strength, 
which has caused severe economic prob- 
lems for other industrial countries and 
mainly due to the firmness of high interest 
rates.

FRANKFURT, June 25 (AP) — The 
Soviets force about 100,000 persons, at least 
10,000 of them prison inmates, to help build 
the controversial Siberian natural gas 
pipeline to Western Europe, tbe Frankfurt- 
based International Society for Human 
Rights said Friday. 

In a giant gas for hard cunency deal, vigor- 
ously opposed by President Ronald Reagan, 
the Soviet plan to complete the 3,000 mile 
pipeline next year despite a Washington- 
ordered embargo on American-designed 
equipment for the project. 

“Along the construction sites many new 
centers with forced labor camps sprung up in 
tbe past two years,” a society statement said, 
“bn Ust Ishim alone one of these centers is 
made up of eight camps,” it added. Others 
are near Surgut. Tavda, Tyumen, Irbit and 
Lysva, the statement said. 

In tbe camps, prisoners are accommodated 


in camps un suitable to protect them from the 
freezing winter cold. Their supply situation 
was very bad, the statement said. 

The forced labor was made up of about 
1 0,000 persons serving prison sentences for 
crimes," the remainder are prisoners of other 
catagories, including banned persons,” 
among them many women and elderly peo- 
ple, the statement said.

Clubs 
elsewhere would soon complain about tbe 
fear of bankruptcy and domestic programs 
would soon disintegrate. 

Their football federation was-founded only 
in 1952 and FIFA membership acquired 10 
years -later. They have only 1,526 registered

What a pity it has all been so rudely dam- 
aged by an imma ture action which cannot be 
hidden even behind the referee's senseless- 
ness. 

Kuwait have to consider themselves fortu- 
nate that they were not suspended from the 
tournament and sent home. Some ruling 
bodies wo«w have taken such drastic action. 1 
dare say ir%s discussed by tbe FIFA discip- 
linary committee members. If. this had hap- 
pened, with Kuwait stm to play the final 
.group game against England, the qualifying 
system would have been totally disrupted. 

Nevertheless, the penalties of FIFA could 
and should have been much, much stronger.

Late penalty shatters Honduras’dream 


ZARAGOZA, Spain, June 25 (R) — 
Honduras players trudged weeping from tbe 
pitch Thursday night after being knocked out 
of the World Cup by a last-gasp penalty 
which gave Yugoslavia a 1-0 victory. 

Honduras bad given a good account of 
themselves in their last Group Five match. 
But their world fell apart in the final three 
minutes when Jaime Villegas brought down 
M3os Setic m tbe penalty area. Honduran 
players implored Chilean referee Gaston 
Castro not to award a penalty but the decision 
stood, and Vladimir Petrovic struck tbe win- 
ner from the spot. 

The Honduran disappointment was com- 
plete. As the teams waked back to the center 
for tbe kick-off Gflberto Yearwood, who had 
been a constant threat to tbe Yugoslav 
defense, tripped Edbem Sljivo and was 
ordered off by Castro. Three minutes later 
Castro's whistle ended the Honduran^ 
World Cup campaign and some of tbe Cen- 
tral American plalyers lay prone on the pitch 
in floods of tears. 

Honduras were within three minutes of a 
third successive draw, which could still have 
given them a chance of survival, when they 
committed their fetal blunder in tbe 87tb 
minute. But the result meant the Group Five 
qualifiers for tbe second round would not be 
decided until the concluding game between 
hosts Spam and Northern Ireland in Valencia 
Friday. 

The permutations could scarcely be more 
complicated. If Spain win or draw they will go 
through to the last 1 2. They win still qualify if 
they lose by a single goal. But if Northern 
Ireland win by two clear goals they will go 
through with Yugoslavia. 

A 1-1 draw Friday would mean lots would 
have to be drawn to separate Northern Ire- 
land and Yugoslavia for the second qualifying 
spot.

• MANCHESTER; England, June 25 (AP)

With 
the swashbuckling Somerset all-rounder 
hammering the mediocre Indian attack, Eng- 
land, resuming at 239 fox five, proceeded in 
leaps and bounds and were 340 for the loss of 
six wickets when play was baited. Geoff Mil- 
ler (53) and Derek Pringle (3) were at the 
crease 

Botham’s splendid performance, at the 
wicket ended at 330, when be bad scored 
128, reaching his century in just 20 balls after 
resuming at 60, and tbe stand with Geoff 
Miller was just two short of tbe England 
record for tbe sixth wicket against India — 
the 1 71 be and Bob Taylor achieved at Bom- 
bay id the Golden Jubfle Test, two years ago. 

He went down tbe pitch to 20-year-old 
Ravi Sbastri, but was beaten by tbe arm ball 
which struck bis toe and trickled to the 
stumps with just enough force to bring down 
tbe off bail. After bis innings Botham went to 
hospital to bkve his toe X-rayed. It bad, ear- 
lier, been bit by a full toss from Suru Nayak.

Rain disrupts play at Wimbledon 


LONDON, June 25 (AFP) — Ram, which 
has hit the Wimbledon Tennis Championship 
four days out of five and had prevented any 
play at all till 1600 GMT Friday, will cost tbe 
tournament about 150,000 pounds in lost 
revenue, it was announced. 

With a backlog of about 125 matches 
already, organizers of tbe all-England club 
have scheduled play to start two hours early 
at 12 noon 1100 GMT Saturday and Mon- 
day. 

Referee Fred Hoyles said he could not 
remember when there bad been so much 
interruption through rain. With tbe weather 
forecast still looking bleak for the next few 
days it could be necessary to extend the tour- 
nament. 

But Hoyle insisted: “ We are still within the 
target of playing the finals on Saturday and 
Sunday next week.” And recalling'last year* s 
Wimbledon, which was also blighted by rain.

Here is a practical problem. 
Assume you’re in six hearts 
and West leads the ten of 
diamonds. You win with the 
ace and play the A-K of 
trumps, both defenders follow- 
ing suit. You next cash the K-A 
of clubs, both defenders play- 
ing low, and you must now 
make a key decision. 

The question is whether to 
take a spade finesse while 
you’re in dummy, or whether 
to ruff a club, hoping to find 
the suit divided 3-3. As usual in 
such situations, you try to 
make the percentage play, 
namely, the play that is 


mathematically more likely to 
succeed. The answer is by no 
means obvious and, unless 
you're a whiz in probabilities, 
you might come up with the 
wrong answer. 

Superficially, the choice 
seems clear. When dummy 
first appeared, you had a 50 
per cent chance of winning a 
spade finesse and only a 36 per 
cent chance of finding the 
missing clubs divided 3-3. This 
might lead you to conclude 
that the spade finesse at trick 
six offers a far better chance 
of success than ruffing a club 
at trick six. 

Strangely enough, it is 
somewhat better at this point 
to bet on the even club division 
than the spade finesse. This is 
because the 36 per cent pro- 
bability mentioned above was 
based in part on the possibility 
of a 6-0 or 5-1 dub division, 
which you now know did not 
exist. Furthermore, the 
possibility of either defender 
having been dealt the 
doubleton queen of clubs has 
also been eliminated. 

In effect, the question now is 
whether the missing Q-x of 
clubs are more likely to be 
divided 1-1 or 2-0. 
Mathematically, the 1-1 divi- 
sion is slightly more likely and 
therefore offers a better 
chance than the spade finesse. 
In the actual hand, ruffing a 
dub proves successful and 
declarer makes the slam.

’1NE CLEAN ! AND FIX ’EM BEST 
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to restore 
democratic rule in 
Argentina by ’84 


BUENOS AIRES, June 25 (R) — Argen- 
tine political leaders said Friday that 
President-designate Reynaldo Bignone per- 
sonally promised them that democracy would 
return to the country in 1984 and that a ban 
on political activity would be lifted immedi- 
ately after his inauguration on July 1 . They 
said Maj. Gen. Bicnonc made the pledge at a 
meeting with representatives of 13 of the 
country’ s panics, which ended shortly before 
midnight Thursday night. 

It was the first direct contact between the 
Argentine military leadership and politicians 
since the overthrow of Maria Estela Peron in 
1976 and brought favorable reactions from 
some politicians. "I believe we are finally 
heading for democracy.” Radical Party 
leader Carlos Contin told reporters. 

Gen. Bignone had invited the political 
leaders for talks at the Congress Palace after 
they demanded a precise timetable for a 
return to democratic rule. Gen. Bignone, 
who was appointed to replace Gen. Leopoldo 
Galtieri ousted after Argentina's defeat in 
the Falklands (Malvinas) war, outlined an 
economic program designed to boost indus- 
trial production, they added. 

Only the tiny Popular Conservative Party 
refused to attend the meeting, saying the 
public split in the junta over the selection of 
Gen. Bignone was an insult to the country. 
The nav y and the air force did not endorse the 
nomination of Gen. Bignone, who was 
appointed by the army as it assumed sole 
political control of the country on Tuesday. 

The armed forces' inability to reach an 
agreement during four days of talks had been 
severely criticized by the civilian opposition. 
The country's five major parties, grouped in 
the so-called Multiparty Commission, had 
issued a strongly worded statement od Wed- 

Trickster bags 
gold with ‘checks’ 

PERTH. Australia, June 25 (R) — A con- 
fidence trickster has swindled the Perth mint 
in Western Australia out of gold bullion 
worth (S663.000) in an elaborate scheme 
during which he was never seen, police said 
Friday. 

They said the thief, who had several 
accomplices, used four security firms and an 
employment agency. He was also believed to 
have spent several weeks establishing his 
name with the Perth mint. 

The mint and the police have released few 
details of the theft, biggest ever in western 
Australia, but several of those unwittingly 
involved have phoned local newspapers to 
explain what happened. 

The trickster established a bogus company 
and office and equipped it with a secretary 
hired from an employment agency. On Tues- 
day false checks were delivered to the mint 
and used to buy the gold which was delivered 
to the office by three different security firms. 
There it was guarded by a man from a fourth 
firm 

Later a courier, again hired through an 
employment egenev . look the boxes contain- 
ing the gold, which he had been told was 
tractor parts, to a local airport used by light 
planes, am! the boxes have not been seen 
since. The mint did not discover the checks 
were false un:il that night. 

Dust stalls plane 

JAKARTA. June 25 (R) — AH four 
engines on a British Airways jumbo jet 
became chocked with volcanic dust in midair 
Thursday night and flic plane dropped 

24.000 feet before it regained power, an air- 
line spokesman slid Friday. 

T he spokesman said the Boeing 747, carry- 
ing 1 55 passengers, made an emergency land- 
ing here on three engines. None of those on 
board was hurt. The airliner was over West 
Java on a flight from Kuala Lumpur to Perth. 
Australia, when it flew into a thick cloud of 
dust and dropped from 35.000 feet to 1 1,000 
feet. It landed safely at Jakarta's Halim 
International Airport an hour after going into 

the clnud. 

The dust had been thrown out by Galung- 
gung volcano ISO kilometers southeast of 
here, which has been erupting periodically 
since early April and has taken a toll of at 
least 30 lives. The airline spokesman said the 
passengers were being flown to Perth later 
Friday nn another flight. 

W. German runs amok, 
guns down 3, kills self 

NUERNBERG. West Germany June 25 
(AP) — A man armed with three pistols ran 
amcR, . killing three persons and wounding 
three others before he shot himself dead, 
police said Friday. 

Police said the unidentified man entered a 
hotel late Thursday, pulled a pistol from his 
pocket and began to fire at patrons Two men 
in his immediate vicinity were killed, police 
said. The man then dashed to the street and 
fired at passe rs-bv killing one man, wounding 
two men and a woman, police said. 

When police arrived, the gunman opened 
fire again but was bit by a police buber'. He 
aimed one of three pistols police later found 
on him at his chest and killed himsclfwith two 
shots near the heart. police said. Police were 
still investigating the identity of the victims.

* Acid rains ’ 
poison lakes 

STOCKHOLM, June 25 (R) — “Acid 
rain” threatens to produce a future in which 
[water will be undrinkable, forests will 
jwither and lakes will be poisoned, according 
to 100 scientists from 20 countries. The 
findings of the experts, who ended a four- 
Jday conference Thursday, will be put to 
(environment ministers and officials from 33 
countries when they meet here next Mon- 
day. 

Acid rain is produced when sulphur diox- 
ide and nitrogen oxides from factories burn- 
ing fossil fuels are converted in the air to 
sulphuric and nitric acids. The ram may fall 
many miles from the industrial sources of| 
air pollution, acidifying land and ground 
water and making lakes uninhabitable for 
fish and small animals. 

Already around 4.000 of Sweden’s 

85,000 larger lakes have “died” because of| 
acid rain, according to Swedish scientists. 
The experts said if more than 0.5 grams of 
sulphm fell in the rain per square meter of 
land, then lakes were endangered. 

At present 3.5 grams per square meter 
fell over southern Sweden, blown from the 
factories of Britain, Poland and East and 
West Germany, they said. Sulphur emissions 
from Western Europe were disturbingly 
high although not increasing as industrial 
nations, especially France, turned from fos- 
jsil fuels to nuclear power. 

But air pollution was rising in Eastern 
Europe, the experts added. They made no| 
recommendations for the ministers' confer- 
ence but outlined technical options for| 
l imiting emissions. ^ 

Cosmonauts set 
for orbit docking 

MOSCOW, June 25 (R) — Two Soviet 
cosmonauts who have spent two months m 
space prepared Friday to welcome some vis- 
itors from earth — a Frenchman and two 
other Russians. 

The three visitors, whose Soyuz T -tf craft 
was launched from the Baikonur space center 
Thursday night, were due to join up with the 
orbiting research station5ofrttf7 and spend a 
week on board carrying out a packed prog- 
ram of experiments seen by Paris as justifying 
the mission. 

Jean-Loup Chretien and his Soviet col- 
leagues Vladimir Dzhanibekov and Alexan- 
der Ivartchenkov reported all was well on 
their craft after it went into orbit 10 minutes 
after blast off. But the launch, televised live 
on a Soviet and French television, included 
some nervous moments fox Col. Chretien. 

After the white, blue and ted rocket was 
shown lifting gracefully off tbe pad, cameras 
on board revealed him glancing worriedly at 
his companions. Col. Dzhanibekov, com- 
mander of the flight, reported “some slight 
vibrations'* a few seconds later, but then said 
everything was fine. 

Officials at mission control, just outside 
Moscow said the craft would dock wirhSoFpitf 
-7 late Friday night. Col. Chretien is the 10th 
foreigner to be put into space by the Soviet 
Union, but all his predecessors on the “inter- 
cosmos” program were from Communist 
states allied to Moscow. 

His flight, which marks the first East- West 
space venture since a Soviet-Amcrican orbi- 
tal link in 1975, was nearly called off by 
France earlier this year in reaction to the 
military crackdown in Poland. 

The Socialist government in Paris agreed it 
could continue if Moscow played down the 
political aspects of the mission and treated it 
as an exercise in scientific cooperation. 

Paris has described the planned experi- 
ments, to be carried out with French equip- 
ment, as highly important. They include tbe 
most comprehensive monitoring to date of 
the reaction of human organisms to weight- 
lessness and photography of some areas of 
space that cannot be observed from earth. 

Col. Chretien uttered tbe slogan of the 
French Republic “Liberty, Equality and 
Fraternity”, shortly before lift-off and said it 
was sewn onto his space suit Tbe 43-year-old 
cosmonaut is also carrying a model of the 
Eiffel Tower.

LONDON — A harrowing picture of the 
situation in South Lebanon was revealed here 
Thursday by the first emergency relief rep- 
resentative to return from Lebanon since tbe 
Israeli invasion. 

Oxfam’s Middle East field director, Chris 
Dararaers, described the “widespread and 
immense suffering** which the Israelis, aimed 
with American bombs, have inflicted on 
innocent civilians and bore witness to the 
callous indifference of the occupying army to 
attempts by international relief agencies to 
reduce the suffering. His first-hand experi- 
ence frequently contradicted claims made by 
the Israelis that they have made great sac- 
rifices to avoid civilian casualties, and that 
Israeli medical aid has been plentiful and effi- 
cient. 

At a press conference in London, Oxfam's 
director-general. Brian Walken, completely 
rejected Israel's claim that relief should only 
be cbanaled through its own army. “No 
international aid organization worthy of its 
name would channel its aid through tbe army 
of one of tbe participants in the conflict,” he 
said. 

Tbe worst devastation and suffering was in 
the Palestinian refugee camps m South Leba- 
non, where the populations bad been widely 
dispersed, said Dammers. At Sidon, the Ain 
el Helwe refugee camp, with a population of 

60,000 was largely deserted last week and the 
camp was utterly destroyed. “At least 90 per- 
cent of the houses were only fit for buHdoz-

In Tyre , in tbe three refugee camps, the 
situation was equally bad About one-third of 
the bouses in A1 Bass refugee camp bad been 
destroyed; Rashideyab camp was closed by 
Israeli guards, but it was now largely unoc- 
cupied, he learned. Similarly most of tbe 
population of Bourj el Sham ah’ had been dis- 
persed and were camping in orange groves 
along tbe coast. 

Throughout South Lebanon, tbe inhabit- 
ants, young men especially, were unable to 
move freely for fear of being picked up by the 
Israeli army; banks and work places were 
closed. If this situation was to continue, tbe 
population would be without money and 
food, and boarding, price speculation and 
real deprivation could result In a much worse 
situation, he said. Water, sanitation and elec- 
tricity in both Tyre and Sidon were critical 
and there was a serious risk of a general 
public health problem and outbreaks of dis- 
ease. Dammers was unable to corroborate 
claims that 16,000 Palestinian and Lebanese 
people have died in tbe invasion, but said that 
deaths were clearly in tbe thousands. 

Asked whether there was any evidence on 
the ground that tbe Israelis had made real 
efforts to prevent civilian casualties as they 
have claimed, Dammers drew on tbe experi- 
ence of tbe American Christian Meuenite 
community hi Sidon, whom be visited. They 
told him that from their underground shelters 
during tbe invasion they became aware that 
as the Palestinian fighters withdrew “tbe 
Israeli bombing advanced with extraordinary 
precision to follow tbe militiamen." 

Cambodia warns 
coalition setup 

BANGKOK, June 25 (AFP) — The Cam- 
bodian government warned Friday it had the 
right to “smash” the newly formed anti- 
Vietnamese opposition coalition formed last 
Tuesday, in what was seen here as a broad 
hint of possible military action. 

The Foreign Ministry in Phnom Penh, 
reported by foe Cambodian news agency 
SPK monitored in this Thai capital, said foe 
government was within its right to “take any 
necessary measures to smash all activities” 
infringing on its independence, sovereignty 
and teiri tonal integrity. 

It was foe first such implied threat to use 
force in several months by foe government 
headed by Heng Samrin, whose troops fight 
side-by side with more than 150,000 Viet- 
namese forces in Cambodia. 

Meanwhile Son Sann, leader of one of foe 
three groups in the coalition “goverament- 
in-exfle”, Friday issued a statement as its 
prime minister, reaffirming that the Cambo- 
dian people “must be able exercise fully their 
right to setf-dettnmnation” after any Viet- 
namese withdrawal 

He said this should be done through free 
elections under UJ9. supervision — a point 
glossed over by the declaration signed Tues- 
day in Kuala Lumpur by Khiew Saraphau, 
The Chinese-backed Khmer Rouge leader, 
and a group headed by former head of state 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk. 

Son Sann also said his own Khmer People's 
National Liberation Front (KPNLF) retained 
its own organization political identity, emb- 
lem, national flag, motto and freedom at 
action. Observers said this was apparently a 
bad to allay criticism from supporters shocked 
by concessions to the Khmer Rouge, widely 
attacked for human rights violations in a 
five-year rule ended by Vietnamese-backed 
troops. 

Prince Sihanouk is meanwhile expected to 
pay his first visit since the 1950s to Thailand, 
with which hisrelations have been strained in 
foe past, notably over territorial disputes. 

The mere creation of foe coalition seemed 
certain to “heat up” Thailand's eastern bor- 
der with Cambodia, and its armed forces 
would need all the' weapons and equipment 
they have for protecting” foeir own. border, a 
Thailand paper said. 


U.S* advisers 
unarmed in 
El Salvador, 
embassy says 

SAN SALVADOR^ June 25 (AP) — The 
U.S. Embassy denied that any of tbe Ameri- 
can military advisers here have been carrying 
combat weapons in combat zones. 

American reporters said ' they saw two 
members of a six-man U.S. training team 
Wednesday at ^military post near a railroad 
bridge over the iempre River where guerrilla 
activity is common; 

Salvadoran soldiers told correspondents 
Raymond Bonner of The New York Times and 
Gary Sbephad of CBS-TV that American 
advisers bad' been fighting in anti-guerrilla 
operations; carrying M-16 rifles and firing 81 
mm mortars. . 

The U.S. War Powers Act prohibits advis- 
ers from carrying rifles or working in combat 
areas. They are permitted only sidearms such 
as pistols, tbe United States has been supply- 
ing advisers here, since early 1981. 

In a prepared statement, tbe embassy 
denied that the advisers at the Puente d Oro, 
of golden bridge, 82 kilometers east of the 
capital were ever involved in combat and that 
their involvement with M-l6s and other 
weapons bad been limited to training Sal- 
vadorans. 

Reports to the contrary, said tbe state- 
ment, “were based on interviews with Sal- 
vadoran security personnel not working with 
tbe trainers and do not accurately reflect 
events.” 

In Washington, Defense Department 
spokesman Henry Catto said the six-man 
teaprwas instructing Salvadoran soldiers in 
“basic subjects such. as preparing fighting 
positions, obstacles, range cards and training 
m weapons such as the M-16 rifle, M-79 
grenade-launchers and the 81mm mortar”. 

“ As part of the training all these weapons 
were routinely handled,” Catto said. 

The statement seemed to use a very narrow 
definition of a combat zone. “To our know- 
ledge there has been hostile action against tbe 
bridge or its defenders for at least 90 days. 
We are certain there has been, hostile action 
since these trainers arrived. June 21,? tbe 
statement added. 

Tbe guerrillas destroyed the bridge, which 
takes the main coastal highway over the river, 
last Oct. 15, and now all traffic moves across a 
nearby railroad bridge. Attacks on the con- 
verted raibaod bodge have been infrequent. 

But sabotage along tbe highway for five 
kilometers in both directions is common and 
tbe area is known as one of tbe hottest in the 
country because on daily skirmishes. 

At least two guerrilla camps are within 16 
kilometers of the bridge. On Wednesday, the 
same day tbe reporters saw the advisers, 
guerrillas burned about 10 cars west of the 
bridge and a bus just to tbe east. Soldiers 
■ from the bridge were sent to drive them off.
